Hawley, champion of District 
ml 23 basketball, became one of five 
schools in history to win the 
District 23 crown. The Nuggets 
also became the first small school 
to win since 1948 when Barnes- 
ville won and advanced to Re- 
gion 6 tournament play. 

The “big three” of Moorhead, 
Fergus Falls and Detroit Lakes 
had won the district every year 
from 1925 until 1948 when Barn- 
esville broke the domination. 
Then the “big three” continued 
until Saturday night when Coach 
Lowell Bolger’s Nuggets upset 
the dopesters and defending 
champion Fergus Falls. 

Moorhead Won 17 

Moorhead leads the field by far 
with 17 titles. Fergus Falls and 
Detroit Lakes have won 8 times 
each and Barnesville along with 
new champion Hawley have each 
taken home one championship 
trophy. 

Fergus Falls had won three 
Straight (1956, 1957 and 1958) 
before getting ousted by Hawley. 
Detroit Lakes’ last title came in 
1955. Moorhead in winning the

` Ten years ago this week Haw- 

ley was gripped with one of the 
most serious epidemics in its 
history . basketball fever. 

That week 12 Hawley Nuggets 
had Spun a 23 game winning 
Streak into a trip to the state 
basketball tournament, and be- 
ing the smallest school] in the 
tourney, they had a big major- 
ity of the State’s fans backing 
them. 

The Nuggets that year over- 
powered everyone on the regu- 
lar season Schedule, won the 
Heart O' Lakes and Minn-Dak 
Conferences and marched 
through three Distriet 23 and 
two Region 6 tournaments. 

Hawley at that time was only 
the second small school, besides 
Barnesville in 1948, to win the 
District 23 championship, Peli- 
can Rapids this year is the third 
team. 

At that time Hawley was the 
smallest school to win the Re- 
gion 6 title and continues to 
Share that distinction with Hen- 
ning. The Nuggets also are only 
the third school in District 23 
to play in the state tournament. 
Moorhead has represented Dis- 
trict 23 thirteen times and Fer. 
gus Falls onc 

The Nuggets didn’t exactly up- 
Set anyone 'on the way to the 
State that year. Many writers 
around the state listed Hawley 
among the top 20 schools with 
the best chances to make the 
big tourney (even a Herald 
Sports writer got that far out 
on the limb. 

The reason, Of course, was 
that Hawley had the horses. 
They had some of the greatest 
high school athletes ever cor- 
raled at the same time on one 
team (eight of them lettered in 
athletics in college). 

Hawley's weak point was the 
lack of a big man, but they 
were husky, quick and knew 
how to Play the game better 
than some 500 other teams in 
the state. 

Their teamwork was outstand- 
ing and their sh oting was in- 
credible. The 12-man squad shot 
51.8 percent from the floor dur- 
ing the regular season, and the 
reserves saw plenty of action 
that year to keep the score with- 
in a reasonable margin. The 
reserves could shoot too. 

Coach Lowell Bolger, now as- 
sistant at Moorhead High, start- 
ed his first year of coaching 
that season after Starring in 
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Next day the Nuggets defeat- 
ed Mankato 67 to 64, and ad- 
vanced to the consolation cham- 
pionship against G anite Falls,

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10 Years Ago Nuggets Played 


$ Ten years ago this week Haw- 
: ley was gripped with onè of the 
most serious epidemics in its 
history - basketbal! fever. 

That week 12 Hawley Nuggets 
had spun a 23 game winning 
streak into a trip to the state 
basketball tournament, and be- 
ing the smallest school in the 
tourney, they had a big major- 
ity of the state's fans backing 
them. 

The Nuggets that year over- 
powered everyone on the regu- 
lar season schedule, won the 
Heart O' Lakes and Minn-Dak 
Conferences and marched 
through three District 23 and 
two Region 6 tournaments. 

Hawley at that time was only 
the second small school, besides 
Barnesville in 1948, to win the 
District 23 championship. Peli- 
can Rapids this year is the third 
team. 

At that time Hawley was the 
smallest school to win the Re- 
gion 6 title and continues to 
share that distinction with Hen- 
ning. The Nuggets also are only 
the third school in District 23 
to play in the state tournament. 
Moorhead has represented Dis- 
trict 23 thirteen times and Fer- 
gus Falls once. 

The Nuggets didn’t exactly up- 
set anyone 'on the way to the 
state that year. Many writers 
around the state listed Hawley 
among the top 20 schools with 
the best chances to make the 
big tourney (even a Herald 
sports writer got that far out 
on the limb. 

The reason, of course, was 
that Hawley had the horses: 
They had some of the greatest 
high school athletes ever cor- 
raled at the same time on one 
team (eight of them lettered in 
athleties in college). 

Hawley's weak point was the 
lack of a big man, but thoy 
were husky, quick and knew 
how to play the game better 
than some 500 other teams in 
the state. 

Their teamwork was outstand- 
ing and their shooting was in- 
credible. The 12-man squad shot 
51.8 percent from the floor dur- 
ing the regular season, and the 
reserves saw plenty of action 
that year to keep the score with- 
in a reasonable margin. The 
reserves could shoot too. 

Coach Lowell Bolger, now as- 
sistant at Moorhead High, start- 
ed his first year of coaching 
that season after starring in 
the sport at Moorhead High and

Moorhead State College. 

After one week of practice,he 
figured he had a state tourna- 
ment team in the making and 
told them so. One night after 
practice in December, The Her- 
ald reporter remembers Whitey 
Halvorson and Leigh Gilbertson 
saying they WERE going to play 
in the state tournament. 

But in the opening game of 
the [istrict 23 tournament, it 
didn't look like the Nuggets 
were going anywhere except 
home after the game. 

Shocked Hawley fans watched 
a good Perham team take a 46- 
44 lead with only 3:45 remain- 
ing in the game. The Nuggets 
got on track in those final mo- 
ments, however, and won 58 to 
50. ‹ 

Some 5,600 sereaming fans 
were present the next night to 
watch Hawley defeat Moorhead 
56 to 45. Moorhead boasted one 
of its strongest teams in hist ry. 
(it was ranked 10th and Hawley 
17th in the final state-wide poll 
before district tournaments. be- 
gan.) 

The game was a real bruising 
physical match between two 
well-muscled teams. Each team 
had an all-state football player 
in the starting lineup, tackle 
Loren Johnson of Moorhead and 
fullback Dick Riedberger of 
Hawley.

About the Minnesota State 
High School League 


I. Membership 


The League is a voluntary organization 
of the public high schools of the State of 
Minnesota. 


II. Purposes 


To unify the high schools of the State in the promotion of pure amateur 
sports, debate and speech activities. 

To standardize the eligibility rules and regulations under which interscho- 
lastic contests are held. 

To provide the schools of the State with sound and adequate programs of 
extracurricular activities. 

To promote the maintenance of standards which conform with the edu- 
cational objectives of the schools. 

To improve standards of play and to develop understanding of rules gov- 
erning play. 

To prevent the exploitation of the schools, the school activities, and the 
students enrolled therein.

IV. Benefit Plans 


The League in addition sponsors for the member schools two Accident 
Benefit Plans; i.e. 


Athletic Accident Benefit Plan 

This plan enrolls more than 34,000 pupils who are protected in case of in- 
jury while participating in athletics and physical education. Last year 6,925 
claims were paid amounting to $102,897. Since the plan was established in 
1937 more than $966,439 has been paid for medical and dental services to 
injured athletes. 


Group Accident Plan 


More than 247,000 pupils enrolled in member schools are protected in this 
plan. The Group Plan provides allowances for medical and dental services 
which result from injuries received or incurred while under the supervision and 
control of the schools. 

Last year 7,028 claims totaling $86,010 were paid. 

Since 1946 when the plan was first offered to the member schools claim 
payments have exceeded $495,347. 
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V. Film Service 


The League maintains a library of films dealing with athletics, physical 
education, and recreation. Many of these films are of the instructional type. 
They are used throughout the state to advance and improve the standards of 
play and officiating. 


All League films are distributed through the Audio-Visual Extension Service 
of the University of Minnesota. 


VI. Registration of Officials and Interpretation Meetings 


More than fourteen hundred officials are registered in the Minnesota State! 
High School League. These men are furnished rule books for the sports in which: 
they wish to officiate, and examinations are provided annually in both football 
and basketball. Upon meeting certain prescribed standards the members ad- 
vance from "registered" officials to "approved" and finally to "certified" 
classifications. 


During the past year approximately 40 rules interpretation meetings have 
been held throughout the state, and more than 2,700 individuals attended the 
meetings. Š 


VII. Cheerleader Clinics 


For the past three years the League in cooperation with the Regional Com- 
mittees has staged 8 cheerleader clinics annually. Close to 2,800 cheerleaders 
have attended these meetings each year. 


The clinics recognize the important services rendered by the cheerleaders, 
and give them help on yells and techniques, and thus improve the standards 
throughout the entire state.

VIII. Organization of League 
Board of Control 


The schools of the state are organized into eight regions, each of which’ 
elects its own representative on the State Board of Control. In addition Min- 
nesota's State Commissioner of Education and a representative from the State 
School Board Association are on the Board. 


Legislative Assembly 


The members of this assembly are elected by the school officials of the 
respective districts, of which there are 32. An annual meeting is held to adopt 
rules and regulations governing inter-school contests and eligibility regulations.

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HISTORY OF THE STATE TOURNAMENT 


From its meager and uncertain start in 1913 the State High School Basket- 
ball Tournament has grown into one of the major sport attractions held annu- 
ally in this state, and one of the largest tournaments in the entire United 
States. 

The new Sayles-Hill gymnasium at Carleton College, Northfield, provided 
the facilities for the staging of a basketball tournament in 1913, and the desire 
of the school to make the same known and make its facilities available to as 
many as possible formed the initial idea for a state high school tournament. 
Under direction of faculty members, high schools were invited to submit their 
season records, and from the data available 13 high schools were invited to 
participate in the first state high school tournament. In the championship game 
Fosston defeated Mountain Lake by a score of 29 to 27, and thus became the 
so-called mythical state champion, and the first of forty-six to win this coveted 
honor. 

The first tournaments drew little public attention or even newspaper pub- 
licity. Attendance was largely limited to the few students of the College who 
dropped in for brief moments between classes. By 1922, the final year the 
tournament was held at Carleton, attendance had grown rapidly and larger 
quarters were essential. 

Following the first tournament a committee of high school officials co- 
operated with the faculty at Carleton in devising a method for selecting the 
teams and establishing the initial eligibility rules for interscholastic play. In 
1914 the Congressional district formed the basis of qualification, and there 
were nine schools in the tournament—all except the fifth district (Minneapolis 
area) being represented. In 1915 and 1916 the fifth district was still without 
representation and accordingly one of the other large districts was divided 
and ten teams participated. By further division of districts there were twelve 
teams in 1917; fourteen in 1918 and 1919; and in 1920 the state was divided 
into 16 districts with one team qualifying from each for tournament play. In 
1925 the state was again divided into thirty-two districts, and eight regions 
were likewise formed. Since that year the eight regional winners have partici- 
pated annually in the final state tournaments. 

In 1916 the State High School League was officially formed, a constitution 
adopted, and by-laws providing uniform eligibility rules for inter-scholastic 
play established. 

The tournament was staged at Carleton College from 1913 to 1922 and 
then moved to the Kenwood Armory, Minneapolis, to accommodate the ever 
growing crowds.

The first all-state team was selected in 1914 by Carleton officials and the 
basketball team, and this practice continued during the years the tournament 
was held at Northtield. Since that time a committee of individuals or coaches 
has annually designated the all-state team. For the past decade the term all- 
tournament, rather than all-state team has been used to designate the selec- 
tions.
